Hi  George, 

Hope  I'm  not  too  late  on  this.  It's  been  a  busy  couple  weeks  for  me,  but  we  discussed  this  at  our  HSDNC  outreach 
meeting  on  Monday  10/21  and  had  a  couple  ideas  and  questions: 

First  -  and  I  should  have  asked  this  previously  -  what  do  you  require  for  tree  planting?  Does  there  need  to  be  an  existing 
planter  or  is  it  possible  to  dig  up  concrete  from  the  sidewalk  in  order  to  plant  a  tree?  If  we  are  only  suggesting  areas  in 
Hollywood  with  exiting  planters,  that  will  be  extremely  limiting  so  I  hope  it  is  the  latter  situation. 

Second  -  do  the  freeway  entrances/exits  count  as  areas  for  tree  planting  and  other  landscaping/beautification?  The 
entrances  and  exits  at  Western/Fountain,  Western/Lexington,  Santa  Monica/Serrano  are  in  desperate  need  of 
maintenance  and  we  should  be  doing  as  much  as  we  can  right  now  to  sequester  emissions  from  this  highly  trafficked 
area. 

Suggested  planting  locations:  I  noticed  that  along  Western  just  south  of  Lexington  on  the  east  side  of  the  street  there  is 
plenty  of  room  for  trees.  Also  on  Western  between  Lexington  and  the  101  on  the  west  side  of  the  street. 

I'll  see  about  more  locations  this  weekend.
